A CLEARING  house  of  information 
about  "lost"  relatives  and  friends 
overseas,  and  for  persons  overseas  trying 
to  locate  people  in  this  country,  has  been 
established  by  seven  national  agencies  deal- 
ing with  refugee  problems.  Known  as  the 
Central  Location  Index,  Inc.,  with  head- 
quarters at  165  West  46  Street,  New 
York  19,  N.  Y.,  the  service  will  deal 
only  with  organizations,  not  with  in- 
dividuals. Persons  who  wish  to  apply  for 
location  service  can  do  so  through  mem- 
ber agencies  or  their  affiliated  and  co- 


operating organizations  throughout  the 
United  States.  The  agencies  will  regis- 
ter the  name  and  available  information, 
and  the  Index  will  enlist  extensive  over- 
seas facilities — those  of  the  member  agen- 
cies, the  International  Red  Cross,  public 
and  semi-public  bodies — in  locating  dis- 
placed people  as  rapidly  as  conditions  per- 
mit. Inquiries  from  abroad  will  reach 
Central  Location  Index  from  lists  re- 
ceived from  a  wide  variety  of  sources. 
Personal  messages,  and  other  direct  serv- 
ices, will  be  handled  by  appropriate  agen- 
cies, not  by  the  Index.  The  seven  co- 
operating agencies  are:  the  American 
Committee  for  Christian  Refugees,  Amer- 
ican Friends  Service  Committee,  the 
American  Jewish  Joint  Distribution  Com- 
mittee, Hebrew  Sheltering  and  Immi- 
grant Aid  Society,  International  Migra- 
tion Service,  National  Council  of  Jewish 
Women,  National  Refugee  Service.  Moses

Vatican ^  Irifdrtnatibn 
Office  Aids  Italians 


BROADCASTS  MESSAGES  TO  FAMILIES 

SEPARATED  BY  EXIGENCIES  OF  WAR 


VATICAN  CITY,  Jan.  4— The  Vatican  Information  Office 
continues  to  keep  abreast  of  conditions  growing  out  of  the 
war  by  adjusting  its  services  to  meet  new  needs,  without  dis- 
carding those  which  have  brought^  

South  Africa,  India,  Algeria, 
Tunisia  and  southern  Italy.  That 
same  week  the  Algiers  section  of 
the  Information  Office  handled 
1,868  outgoing  letters.  The  libera- 
tion of  Florence  and  Lucca,  about 
the  same  time,  swamped  the  Of- 
fice with  radio  inquiries.  As 
rapidly  as  possible  an  information 
service  was  set  up  in  those  sec- 
tions under  the  directior  of  the 
Bishops  and  pastors,  and  with  the 
voluntary  aid  of  the  clergy,  Cath- 
olic Action  groups  and  others. 

The  Office  also  handles  reports 
coming  in  from  Vaticar  repre- 
sentatives around  the  globe.  The 
Papal  Delegation  reports  from  In- 
dia •  that  religious  assistance  to 
prisoners  is  proceeding  satisfac- 
torily and  that  the  Bishops  are 
taking  the  initiative  in  caring 
for  both  prisoners  of  war  and  civil 
internees.  The  Delegation  at  Cairo 
is  credited  with  350  visits  to  con- 
centration camps  in  Egypt.  Be- 
cause of  limited  transportation 
and  the  difficulties  of  travel 
the  nearer  camps  are  visited  more 
frequently,  but  every  camp  includ- 
ing those  in  remote  places  has 
been  visited.  At  one  camp  the 
Rev.  Arthur  Hughes,  Regent  of 
the  Delegation,  became  ill  while 
administering  the  Sacrament  of 
Confirmation  to  182  prisoners.  On 


comfort  to  so  many  distressed 
peoples  for  more  than  five  years. 

In  recent  months  an  important 
feature  of  the  program  has  been 
the  forwarding  of  communications 
and  the  broadcasting  of  messages 
that  keep  Italian  families  with 
some  members  in  northern  and 
others  in  southern  Italy,  in  touch 
with  one  another.  A  daily  broad- 
cast to  inform  families  in  northern 
Italy  about  civilian  internees  and 
prisoners  of  war  held  in  southern 
Italy  and  North  Africa,  has  been 
added  to  the  already  important 
and  extensive  program  of  prisoner 
news  broadcast  by  the  Informa- 
tion Office.  Opportunities  for  the 
forwarding  of  mail  to  northern 
Italy  are  very  limited,  but  by 
means  of  distribution  centers  and 
the  services  of  volunteer  couriers, 
a  considerable  number  of  mes- 
sages are  handled  and  distributed 
through  the  parish.  For  the  first 
half  of  September  80,000  messages 
were  exchanged.  Messages  from 
north  Italy  for  prisoners  in  camps 
in  the  British  Empire  and  the 
United  States  naturally  encounter 
much  delay,  but  it  is  hoped  to  ex- 
pedite matters  eventually. 

Inquiries  Pile  Up 

On  Sept.  29  the  Office  received 
32,600  pieces  of  mail  from  camps 
in  Egypt,  Libya,  Somali,  Eritrea, 


one  trip  he  was  injured  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  accident  but  continued 
or  his  way  and  stuck  to  his  sched- 
ule. 

In  Southern  Rhodesia  there  are 
two  concentration  camps  for  Ger- 
man and  Italian  civilians.  The 
Most  Rev.  H.  I.  Maysing,  O.M.I. , 
Vicar  Apostolic  of  Kimberley,  is 
providing  religious  assistance  at 
one  camp  in  which  there  are  187 
Germans,  80  Italians,  one  French- 
man and  one  Englishman.  There 
are  82  Catholics  in  the  camp — 
70  Italians  and  12  Germans.  The 
other  camp  near  Salisbury,  is  for 
women  and  children,  non-Catholics 
in  the  majority.  The  Most  Rev. 
A.  I.  Chichester,  S.  J.,  Vicar  Apos- 
tolic of  Salisbury,  has  assigned 
Dominican  Sisters,  as  well  as  a 
chaplain,  to  serve  the  internees. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
some  of  the  children  to  be  educat- 
ed at  the  convent,  the  sick  are 
cared  for  in  the  Sisters'  hospital, 
and  camp  physicians  have  secured 
permission  for  mothers  and  chil- 
dren to  spend  a  few  days  at  the 
convent,  thereby  breaking  the 
monotony  of  camp  life.  Both 
camps  are  reported  as  being  in 
good  physical  condition,  with  ade- 
quate recreation  facilities,  circu- 
lating libraries  and  an  administra- 
tion incorporating  an  honor  sys- 
tem.

'SEEN  AS  mmMED

LONDON,  April  9— Twenty  mil- 
lion people  will  have  been  displaced 
in  Europe  by  the  time  when  hostili- 
ties cease,  Mrs.  Bertha  Bracey  of 
the  Royal  Institute  of  Foreign 
Affairs  estimated  today  at  a  con- 
ference on  uprooted  children  in 
Europe. 

As  an  example  of  the  problems 
facing  social  workers  and  educa- 
tors, she  told  of  a  children's  home 
in  Luxembourg  that  contained 
about  130  children  under  the  age 
of  3  who  were  taken  away  in 
trucks  by  the  Elite  Guard.  Nobody 
knew  what  became  of  them. 
•  Dr.  Melville  MacKenzie,  chair- 
man of  the  European  Medical  Com- 
mittee of  the  United  Nations  Re- 
lief and  Rehabilitation,  told  the 
conference  that  the  psychological 
disturbances  of  the  children  would 
be  more  important  than  the  medi- 
cal side.  The  evacuation  of  young- 
sters from  stricken  zones  would 
be  successful  only  if  it  were  con- 
fined to  a  child's  own  country,  he 
said. 

It  might  be  harmful  for  children, 
particularly  those  suffering  from 
malnutrition,  to  go  abroad  on  a 
long  journey,  he  added.

U.  Su  Expects 
No  Flood  Of 
Immigration 

PHILADELPHIA,  April  17  (jP) 
J  — The  United  States  need  fear  no 
great  wave  of  postwar  immigra- 
tion since  most  European  countries 
will  induce  their  citizens  to  stay 
at  home  after  the  war  and  in  some 
instances  may  even  restrict  them 
to  their  native  lands,  a.  former 
U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Immigra- 
tion and  Naturalization  said  today. 

Earl  G.  Harrison,  now  Ameri- 
can representative  on  the  Inter- 
Governmental  Committee  on  Refu- 
gees, who  just  returned  from  three 
weeks  of  sessions  in  London  on! 
the  problem  of  displaced  peoples, 
said  Russia  has  already  indicated 
that  it  will  restrict  its  people. 
France,  he  reported,  has  made 
clear  its  desire  to  keep  war  or- 
phans at  home. 

Meetings  with  the  nine  Execu- 
tive Committee  members  of  the 
36-country  inter-governmental  or- 
ganization disclosed  these  facts,  he 
said: 

"People  are  assets — not  liabili- 
ties" since  virtually  every  Euro- 
pean country  will  be  hampered  in 
its  reconstruction  work  by  severe 
manpower  shortages. 

After  the  United  Nations  Relief 
and  Rehabilitation  Administration 
has  completed  its  job  of  returning 
refugees  who  can  and  want  to  go 
home,  the  Inter-Governmental 
Committee  will  get  down  to  the 
"hard  core"  of  its  work — finding 
havens  for  the  half-million  to  a 
million  persons  who  cannot  or  do 
not  want  to  return. 

Possible  solutions  to  the  prob- 
lems of  stateless  peoples  as  viewed 
by  the  I.  G.  C,  Mr.  Harrison  said, 
include: 

1.  Persuading  countries  not  to 
make  drastic  curtailments  in  their 
immigration  laws. 

2.  "Speeding  up"  surveys  of 
countries  which  are  able  to  ab- 
sorb settlements  of  immigrant 
refugees,  such  as  Palestine,  some 
South  American  countries  and 
Australia. 

3.  Permitting  a  .free  flow  of 
Jthos*  who  would  |oin  relative-

Swiss  Est&Miifr  Relief  Center 
For  Child  Victims  of  the  War 


A  study  of  the  work  being  done 
by  Switzerland  for  child  victims 
of  war  has  been  released  by  the 
Official  Information  Bureau  of 
Switzerland  at  475  Fifth  Avenue. 
It  tells  of  an  association  called  the 
"Pestalozzi  Village  for  Children" 
which  was  recently  founded  in 
Zurich.  In  this  specially  designed 
village,  children  who  are  too  weak 
or  sick  to  be  placed  in  families 
receive  special  medical  attention. 

Last  August,  when  "veritable 
armies"  of  child  refugees  began  to 
pour  into  Switzerland,  the  govern- 
ment issued  a  decree  that  all  chil- 
dren under  fourteen  years  of  age 
should  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
country  if  their  lives  were  endan- 
gered. 

During  the  first  week  of  Octo- 
ber some  10,000  children  from  the 
Belfort  and  Delle  regions  of 
France,  and  from  other  fighting 
zones,  arrived  in  Switzerland.  The 
youngest  child  in  one  of  these 
"convoys"  was  only  two  months 
old.  *  i 

The  youngsters  were  first  shel- 
tered in  various  reception  centers 
converted  from  military  barracks

and  schoolhouses.  Later  most  of  \ 
them  were  sent  to  private  homes. 

About  12.000  children  who  had 
been  moved  from  western  France 
to  Lorraine  for  safety  before  D  Day 
had  to  be  transferred  temporarily 
to  Switzerland  in  November,  in 
anticipation  of  the  drive  in  that 
region  by  the  American  1st  and 
French  7th  Armies. 

During  January  thousands  of 
children  from  the  area  around 
Mulhouse  were  also  admitted  to 
Switzerland  for  temporary  shelter. 
In  early  February,  when  the  situa- 
tion became  more  stabilized  in  the 
affected  areas,  repatriation  of 
these  refugee  guests  was  begun. 

In  February,  too,  the  three- 
month  visits  by  convoys  of  chil- 
dren, which  had  been  discontin- 
ued in  1943,  were  started  again. 
The  first  contingent  of  guests  for 
these  "Swiss  Holidays"  included 
4,000  French,  3,000  Dutch  and 
3.000  Belgian  youngsters.  As  cus- 
tomary, they  were  taken  m  by  pri- 
vate families  or  sent  to  special  j 
homes,  depending  upon  their  i 
health.

ROME,  May  9  UP)— The  text  of 

Pope  Pius'  radio  address: 

Here  at  last  .we  behold  the  end 
of  this  war,  which,  during  almost 
six  years,  has  held  Europe  in  the 
grip  of  the  most  atrocious  suffer- 
ing: and  most  bitter  sorrow. 

A  cry  of  humble  and  ardent 
gratitude  arises  from  the  very 
depths  of  our  heart  to  "the 
Father  of  Mercies  and  the  God  of 
All  Consolation." 

But  our  canticle  of  thanksgiv- 
ing- is  accompanied  with  the  sup- 
pliant prayer  to  implore  also  of 
divine  omnipotence  and  good- 
ness the  termination,  in  accord 
with  justice,  of  the  sanguinary 
warfare  in  the  Far  East. 

On  our  knees  in  spirit  before 
the  tombs,  before  the  ravines  dis- 
turbed and  reddened  by  blood, 
where  repose  the  innumerable 
corpses  of  those  who  have  fallen, 
victims  of  the  fighting  or  of  in- 
human massacres,  of  hunger  or 
of  misery,  we  recommend  them 
all  in  our  prayers,  and  especially 
in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Sacrifice,  to  the  merciful  love  of 
Jesus  Christ,  their  Saviour  and 
their  judge. 

And  it  seems  to  us  that  they, 
the  fallen,  are  giving  warning  to 
the  survivors  of  this  cruel 
scourge  and  are  saying  to  them: 
Let  there  arise  from  the  earth, 
wherein  we  have  been  placed  as 
grains  of  wheat,  the  molders  and 
builders  of  a  new  and  better 
Europe,  of  a  new  and  better  uni- 
verse, founded  on  the  filial  fear 
of  God,  on  fidelity  to  His  Holy 
Commandments,  On  respect  for 
human  dignity,  on  the  sacred 
principle  of  equality  of  the  rights 
of  all  peoples  and  all  states,  large 
and  small,  weak  and  strong. 

The  war  has  created  on  all 
sides  chaotic  ruin,  both  material 
and  moral,  such  as  mankind  has 
never  known  in  the  entire  course 
of  human  history.  The  task  of 
this  hour  is  to  rebuild  the  world. 

As  the  first  element  of  this  res- 
toration, we  long  to  see,  after  so 
long  a  period  of  waiting,  the 
prompt  and  speedy  return,  in  so 
far  as  circumstances  permit,  of 
the  prisoners,  of  the  interned, 
combatants  and  civilians,  to  their 
homes  and  to  their  wives,  chil- 
dren and  the  noble  works  of 
peace. 

To  all  them  we  say:  Let  not 
your  energy  flag  nor  your  cour- 
age fail;  dedicate  yourselves  ar- 
dently to  the  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion, sustained  by  a  strong  faith 
in  divine  providence.  Apply  your- 
selves to  labor,  each  one  at  his 
post,  resolute  and  determined, 
with  a  heart  animated  by  a  gen- 
erous, indestructible  love  of  one's 
fellow-man. 

It  is  difficult,  certainly,  but  it 


is  also  a  holy  undertaking  that 
awaits  you  in  repairing  the  im- 
mediate and  disastrous  conse- 
quences of  the  war.  We  refer  to 
the  decay  of  public  order,  misery 
and  hunger,  the  relaxing  and  bru- 
talizing of  customs  and  usages, 
the  lack  of  discipline  among  the 
youth. 

By  so  doing,  little  by  little,  you 
will  prepare  for  your  cities  and 
your  villages,  for  your  provinces 
and  your  fatherlands,  a  lot  more 
acceptable  and  renewed  vigor  to 
your  blood. 

With  the  threat  of  death  lying 
in  wait  driven  from  the  earth, 
from  the  sea  and  from  the  sky, 
the  lives  of  men,  creatures  of 
God,  and  that  which  remains  to 
them  of  their  private  and  com- 
mon possession  henceforth  as- 
sured by  the  laying  down  of 
arms,  men  can  now  set  free  their 
minds  and  spirits  to  the  building 
of  the  peace. 

If  we  limit  ourselves  to  con- 
sideration of  Europe,  we  find 
ourselves  face  to  face  now  with 
gigantic  problems  and  difficulties 
which  we  must  overcome  if  we 
wish  to  plan  the  way  to  a  true 
peace,  the  only  one  that  can  be 
lasting. 

Peace,  indeed,  cannot  flower  and 
prosper  except  in  an  atmosphere 
of  secure  justice  and  of  perfect 
fidelity,  Joined  with  reciprocal 
trust,  mutual  understanding  and 
benevolence. 

The  war  has  aroused  every- 
where discord,  suspicion  and 
hatred.  If,  therefore  the  world 
wishes  to  regain  peace,  it  is  nec- 
essary that  falsehood  and  rancor 
should  vanish  and  in  their  stead 
that  sovereign  truth  and  charity 
should  reign. 

Above  all,  however,  in  our  daily 
prayers,  we  should  beseech  God 
constantly  to  fulfill  his  promise 
made  by  the  mouth  of  the  Prophet 
Ezekiel,  "And  I  will  give  them 
one  heart,  and  will  put  a  new 
sppirit  in  their  bowels:  and  I  will 
take  away  the  stony  heart  out  of 
their  flesh:  that  they  may  walk 
in  my  commandents,  and  keep 
my  judgments,  and  do  them:  and 
that  they  may  be  my  people,  and 
I  may  be  their  God.." 

May  the  Lord  God  deign  to  cre- 
ate this  new  spirit.  His  spirit,  in 
peoples,  and  particularly  in  the 
hearts  of  those  .  to  whom  he  has 
entrusted  the  responsibility  of  es- 
tablishing the  future  peace. 

Then  and  only  then  will  the  re- 
born world  avoid  the  return  of  the 
thunderous  scourge  of  war  and 
there  will  reign  a  true,  stable  and 
universal  brotherhood,  and  that 
peace  guaranteed  by  Christ  even 
on  earth  to  those  who  are  willing 
to  believe  and  trust  in  His  law 
of  love..

Samuel  S.  Tc\risi,  a  pioneer  in 
[radio  and  the  inventor  of  the  in- 
'directly  heated  cathode  tube  which 
(later  was  developed  into  the  A-C 
vacuum  tube  now  used  in  radio 
sets,  died  here  yesterday  of  a  heart 
attack  at  his  home. 

An  electrical  engineer  and  in- 
ventor with  many  patents  to  his 
credit,  Mr.  Torrisi  was  a  partner 
in  Torrisi  Laboratories,  manufac- 
turers of  precision  machine  parts. 
He  was  17  years  old  and  a  seaman 
in  the  Merchant  Marine  when  he 
received  a  patent  on  the  indirectly 
heated  cathode  tube. 

Born  in  Italy,  he  came  to  this 
country  in  his  youth.  Before  estab- 
lishing his  own  laboratories,  Mr. 
Torrisi  worked  for  several  years 
with  the  Music  Master  Corpora- 
tion. Recently  he  had  been  experi- 
menting with  television. 

Surviving  are  his  mother,  Mrs.

The  former  Harriet  May  Bur- 
rows, she  was  born  in  Williams- 
burg, Brooklyn,  the  daughter  of 
Stephen  Jonathan  and  Mary  Lew- 
ers  Burrows.  Her  father,  a  builder 
and  real  estate  appraiser,  had  been 
a  Republican  leader  in  Brooklyn 
and  was  a  member  of  the  electoral 
college  which  designated  Taft  as 
President. 

Mrs.  Braisted  was  elected  at  the 
age  of  16  to  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  South  Third  Street  Indus- 
trial Home  for  Children,  Brooklyn, 
later  merged  to  become  the  Brook- 
lyn Home  for  Children.  For  many 
years  she  was  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  home.  Mrs. 
Braisted  was  active  also  in  the 


OLD  FORGE,  N.  Y.,  May  23  UP) 
— Emmett  Marks,  a  pioneer  in  mod- 
ern American  fish-culture  meth- 
ods, died  last  night  at  the  age  of  89. 

Born  in  Chaumont,  N.  Y.,  Mr. 
Marks  became  associated  at  the 
age  of  16  with  Seth  Green,  dean  of 
American  pisciculturists.  At  22  he 
became  one  of  the  first  settlers  in 
the  Old  Forge  area,  where  he  built 
the  first  fish  hatchery  in  the  Adi- 
rondacks in  1875. 

From  1875  to  1910  Mr.  Marks 
traveled  extensively  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  hatcheries  and  im- 
proving methods  of  artificial  fish 
culture.  In  July,  1882,  he  seined 
550  striped  bass  from  the  Shrews- 
bury River  in  New  Jersey  and 
transported  them  3,000  miles  to 
San  Francisco  Bay.  The  species 
became  one  of  the  most  important 
West  Coast  game  fish. 

Mr.  Marks  leaves  a  widow  and 
five  children. 


For  many  years  Mr.  Marks  op- 
erated the  Old  Forge  fish  hatchery. 
He  was  a  friend  of  Wesley  Barnes, 
who,  in  1885,  when  a  young  As- 
semblyman, introduced  the  bill  cre- 
ating the  Adirondack  Forest  Pre- 
serve. A  half  century  later  both 
men  took  prominent  parts  in  the 
anniversary  celebration  of  conser- 
vation in  New  York  State  at  Old 
Forge  and  Lake  Placid. 

Mr.  Marks  built  and  operated 
hatcheries  in  Schroon  Lake  and 
Bisby  Lake,  as  well  as  Old  Forge, 
and  also  in  Wisconsin  and  James- 
ville,  N.  C.

Changes  in  existing  naturaliza-i 
tion  and  citizenship  laws  were 
proposed  by  witnesses  today  be- 
fore the  House  Sub-committee  on 
Naturalization  and  Citizenship  at 
the  Office  of  Immigration  and' 
Naturalization,  70  Columbus  ave-' 
nue.  I 

Head  Lewis,  executive  director 
of  the  Common  Council  of  Ameri-  j 
can  Unity,  recommended  elimina-, 
tion  of  the  requirement  of  a  cer-j 
tificate  of  arrival  for  aliens.  Hei 
also  proposed  to  exempt  from; 
educational  requirements  aliens  f 
of  60  years  of  age  who  have  lived  I 
in  the  United  States  ten  yearsJ 
and  those  over  55  who  entered 
before  1917,  but  said  the  require- 
ment for  character  and  loyalty 
should  not  be  diminished.  He 
recommended  extension  of  the 
right  of  citizenship  to  all  aliens 
regardless  of  race.   He  said  that 
this  should  apply  only  to  those 
already  admitted  and  should  in- 
clude members  of  the  Asiatic 
races.    He  added  that  he  meant 
his  proposal  to  refer  to  Japanese 
whose   sons   were   serving  the 
United  States  in  the  war. 

Carol  King,  chairman  of  the 
Immigration,  Naturalization  and 
Citizenship  Committee  of  the  Na-| 
tional  Lawyers  Guild,  urged  thatj 
consideration  be  given  problems' 
of  persons  serving  in  the  armed 
forces  who  do  not  have  a  certifi- 
cate of  arrival. 

"This  is  a  foolish  situation," 
she  said,  "to  fight  for  the  country 
but  not  to  be  able  to  become  a 
citizen  because  of  lack  of  proof 
of  lawful  entry."

EASIER  PATH  URGED 
FOR  CITIZENSHIP 

Cutting  Red  Tape  to  Naturalize 
Alien  Parents  of  Gl's  Is 
Advocated  at  Hearing 


Three  measures  to  "cut  the  red 
tape"  that  makes  it  hard  for  alien 
parents  of  service  men  to  become 
citizens  were  suggested  yesterday 
by  witnesses  at  the  open  hearing 
of  a  Congressional  "re-examina- 
tion" of  basic  United  States  policy 
on  immigration  and  naturalization. 

The  status  of  the  nation's  3,500,- 
000  aliens  will  be  thoroughly  aired 
in  the  first  extensive  study  on  the 
subject  authorized  by  Congress  in 
twenty  years,  Representative  Sam- 
uel Dickstein,  New  York  Demo- 
crat, who  is  chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Immigration  and 
Naturalization,  declared  at  the 
session  at  the  district  Office  of 
Immigration  and  Naturalization, 
70  Columbus  Avenue. 

With  a  preliminary  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000,  the  committee  will 
hold  hearings  in  areas  throughout 
the  country  where  foreign  born  are 
concentrated,  Representative  Dick- 
stein said.  Groups  will  soon  visit 
Chicago,  Detroit  and  Los  Angeles, 
he  added. 

Besides  the  subcommittee  on 
naturalization  and  citizenship, 
which  will  sit  here  again  today, 
he  explained,  other  subcommittees 
will  consider  policy  on  deportation, 
disposition  of  enemy  war  prisoners 
in  this  country,  admission  of  Ger- 
mans under  existing  quotas,  treat- 
ment of  Japanese  already  here  and 
disbanding  of  the  Fort  Ontario 
refugee  shelter. 


Asks  Literacy  Exemption 
To   simplify  naturalization  for 
service   men's   parents — many  of 

whom  have  been  unable  to  meet 
current  requirements  —  exemption 
from  literacy  qualifications  for 
aliens  60  years  and  over  was  advo- 
cated by  Read  Lewis,  executive 
director  of  the  Common  Council  for 
American  Unity  and  chairman  of 
the  executive  board  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  on  Naturalization 
and  Citizenship.  Other  witnesses 
advocated  that  the  minimum  age 
for  exemption  should  be  50  or  55 
years. 

Elimination  of  the  requirement 
of  a  certificate  of  arrival  in  this 
country  as  a  prerequisite  for 
naturalization,  in  the  cases  of 
aliens  admitted  before  1924,  was 
urged  by  Alice  W.  O'Connor, 
supervisor  of  social  service  for 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Im- 
migration and  Americanization. 

Extension  of  the  right  of  nat- 
uralization to  all  aliens  living  per- 
manently in  the  United  States,  re- 
gardless of  their  race,  was  called 
for  by  Mabel  B.  Ellis,  secretary  of 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Committee  on 
Refugees. 

Other  witnesses  at  the  all-day 
hearing  included  Charles  Recht  of 
the  National  Federation  for  Con- 
stitutional Liberties;  Perry  L. 
Schneider,  assistant  to  director  of 
evening  schools,  New  York  City 
Board  of  Education;  Esther  Kau- 
niaz,  director  of  service  to  the 
foreign  born,  National  Council  of 
Jewish  Women,  and  Thomas  E. 
Mulholland  of  the  National  Cath- 
olic Welfare  Conference.

Removing'  racial  limitations  on 
United  States  citizenship,  facilita- 
ting naturalization  of  alien  mer- 
chant seamen  and  relaxing  techni- 
cal requirements  for  proof,  of  "de- 
rivative citizenship"  were  asked 
yesterday  by  witnesses  at  the  clos 
ing  session  of  a  Congressional  sub 
committee  hearing  here. 

Four    members    of    the  House 
Committee    on    Immigration%  and 
Naturalization    heard    the  testi- 
mony at  the  first  of  a  series  of 
sessions  in  several  cities  author 
ized  to  investigate  the  whole  prob 
lem.  The  hearing,  which  followed 
an  all-day  meeting  Monday,  was 
held  at  the  district  Office  of  Im 
migration  and  Naturalization,  70 
Columbus  Avenue.  Later  the  com- 
mittee visited  Ellis  Island. 

Conceding  that  special  attention 
would  have  to  be  paid  to  examina- 
tions of  individual  loyalty,  Isidore 
Englander  of  the  American  Com- 
mittee for  Protection  of  Foreign 
Born,  urged,  nevertheless,  that 
Japanese  who  have  been  living  in 
this  country  legally  receive  the 
privilege  of  applying  for  citizen- 
ship, along  with  all  other  nation- 
ality groups. 

Thomas  Christensen,  head  of  the 
foreign  flag1  division  of  the  Nation- 
al Martime  Union,  said  that  15,000 
aliens  who  have  been  helping  to 
man  American  merchant  ships 
during  the  war  should  be  allowed 
to  seek  naturalization,  even 
though  they  might  not  be  able  to 
prove  legal  entry.

NEW  YORK  (AP)—  If  you  are 
seeking  a  relative  or  friend  missing 
in  any  war  area,  the  Central  Loca- 
tion Index  is  your  best  bet. 

It  is  a  global  missing  persons 
bureau  with  contacts  in  the  war- 
torn  countries  of  Europe. 

The  bureau,  at  165  West  46th  St., 
is  a  clearing  house  for  nine  welfare 
agencies  which  pool  information  for 
mutual  benefit. 

On  file  are  300.000  names  of  sur- 
vivors of  Nazi  cruelty,  slave  laborers 
and  displaced  and  liberated  persons. 
Add  to  this  another  300.000  persons 
who  are  seeking  relatives  and 
friends  and  you  have  600,000  records 
on  file. 

Since  the  war  in  Europe  ended, 
100.000  names  of  displaced  persons 
have  been  added.  More  than  5000 
persons  in  this  country  have  been 
notified  since  January  of  the  where- 
abouts of  those  they  have  sought 
overseas. 


Service  Is  Free 

The  bureau  is  geared  to  handle  a 
case  load  of  2,500,000  names.

The  first  step  is  to  request  one 
of   the   nine  participating  welfare 

agencies  to  seek  the  information 
from  the  Central  Location  Index. 
Duplicate  records  are  made  of  the 
case  and  one  is  forwarded  to  the 
Index. 

Then  it  is  checked  against  the' 
master  indices  of  missing  persons ! 
throughout  the  world  and  entered  i 
in  the  file.  The  Index,  in  turn,  sends 
the  data  to  the  International  Red ; 
Cross  in  Geneva  and  to  the  over- 1 
seas  branches  of  any  of  the  nine 
participating  agencies  or  their  co- 
operating groups. 

If  the  missing  person  is  located, 
information  is  sent  back  to  the  In- 
dex, the  agency  is  notified  and  the 
individual  who  sought  the  relative 
or  friend  is  told  of  his  whereabouts. 

If  an  individual  is  uncertain  about 
the  proper  agency  with  which  to 
file  his  request,  he  may  write  to  the 
Central  Location  Index  for  the  name 
of  the  nearest  local  agency.  He  is 
encouraged  to  try  every  means  of  his 
own  to  locate  a  missing  person  be- 
fore seeking  aid  from  the  agencies. 

The  Index,  of  which  Miss  Etta 
Deutsch  is  executive  director,  is 
now  receiving  long  lists  of  missing 
persons  from  welfare  groups  over- 
seas, government  sources  and  mili- 
tary authoritias.  These  lists  include 
the  names  of  former  inmates  of  Ger- 
man prison  camps — Belsen,  Buchen- 
wald  and  Dachau.

While  the  Congress  and  the  Leg- 
islature are  striving  to  do  a  com- 
mendable job  for  veterans  of  the 
current  war,  state  officials  have  un- 
covered what  appears  to  be  a  rather 
slimy  racket  in  which  so-called 
"disabled"  veterans  of  the  last  war 
are  profiting  at  the  expense  of  com- 
rades who  really  were  disabled.

under  which  veterans  of  World  War 
I  and  the  Spanish  -  American  War 

were  permitted,  if  disabled,  to  retire 
at  half  pay  if  they  were  in  the  pub- 
lic service. 

CURIOUS  PROVISIONS 

This  statute  has  many  curious 
provisions,  and  various  Governors, 
mayors,  selectmen  and  county  com- 
missioners have  been  guilty  of 
flouting  these  provisions  to  pass  out 
half  pay  to  World  War  I  veterans 
whose  disability  may  well  be  ques- 
tioned. 

In  the  first  place,  it  seems  absurd 
to  consider  that  a  man  who  works 
nine  years  and  11  months  for  the 
city  of  Everett,  for  instance,  at  a 
salary  of  $2200  a  year,  should  be 
retired  at  half  of  a  salary  of  $6500 
a  year,  simply  because  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  a  state  job  at  that  salary 
and  served  only  a  few'months. 


at  half  pay  for  life.    This  applies 

to  Governors,  in  particular. 

The  retirement  pay,  it  should  be 
remembered,  is  paid  at  the  highest 
rate  of  compensation  in  the  job  last 
held.  Thus,  if  a  man  works  for 
some  western  Massachusetts  county 
at  the  rate  of  $600  a  year,  and  then 
is  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  an 
important  state  job  with  a  salary,  of 
$8500  a  year,  he  is  retired  at  the 
latter  figure  if  he  is  a  disabled  vet- 
eran.

WOULD  STAY  DEPORTATION 

Mrs.  Luce  Offers  Bill  to  Help  3 
Russian  Anti-Communists

WASHING-TON,  Nov.  16— A  bill 

to  stay  the  deportation  of  three 
young  Russian  anti-Communists 
who  say  they  fear  death  if  sent 
back  to  Russia  was  offered  today 
by  Representative  Clare  Boothe 
Luce,  Republican,  of  Connecticut. 

The  trio  entered  this  country 
outside  the  immigration  quota  and 
for"  that  reason  have  been  ordered 

deported  to  their  native  land. 

In  a  statement  supporting  her 
bill,  Mrs.  Luce  said  that  the  three 
young  men  "have  all  shown  what 
appears  to  be  a  sincere  desire  to 
escape  from  political  oppression," 
adding  that  she  offered  the  meas- 
ure for  the  purpose  of  "giving  them 

a  chance  to  prove  that  sincerity." 

The  bill,  she  held,  is  "in  line 
with  the  basic  American  principles 

of  political  asylum."
